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Subteen Sweater Kemble 


(As Shown in Color on Front Cover ) 


What a lovely sweater set for the 
subteen who is becoming fashion 
conscious. Directions are given for 
size 8 (30 inch bust measurement). 
Cardigan takes 6 ounces main color 
and 1 ounce contrasting color of 
fingering yarn. You need one pair 
each numbers 1 and 3 standard 
knitting needles and number 1 
double pointed knitting needles or 
size needed to work to gauge; a 
number 3 steel crochet hook; seven 
%-inch plastic rings for buttons and 
1 yard grosgrain ribbon. Turtleneck 
shell requires 3 ounces main color 
fingering yarn. The contrasting color 
left from cardigan is sufficient for 
shell. Knitting needles and crochet 
hook are same as for cardigan and 
you will need six %-inch plastic 
rings for buttons.

Gauge: 7 sts equal 1 inch 
Pattern Stitch — Row 1: K each st. 


Row 2: P each st. 

Row 3: K 3, * p 1, k 5, repeat from 

* across row, ending with k 3. 

Row 4: P 3, * k 1, p 5, repeat from 

* across row, ending with p 3. 

Row 5: K 2, * p 1, k 1, p 1, k 3, 

repeat from *, ending with k 2. 

Row 6: P 2, * k 1, p 1, k 1, p 3, 
repeat from *, ending with p 2. 

Row 7: K 1, * p 1, k 1, repeat 
from *, ending with k 1. 

Row 8: P 1, * k 1, p 1, repeat 
from *, ending with p 1. 

Row 9: Repeat row 5. 

Row 10: Repeat row 6. 



Row 11: Repeat row 3. 

Row 12: Repeat row 4. 

Back: Using number 1 needles and 
MC, cast on 109 sts. Work in k 1, 
p 1 ribbing for 15 rows. Change to 
number 3 needles and work even in 
pattern st until entire piece meas- 
ures 11 V 2 inches or desired length 
to underarm. 

Shape Armholes: At beginning of 
next 2 rows bind off 6 sts. Dec 1 st 
each end of needle every other row 
4 times (89 sts). Work even until 
armholes measure 4 inches. Stop 
pattern st, work all sts in k 1, p 1 
ribbing until armholes measure 5% 
inches. 

Shape Shoulders: At beginning of 
each of next 6 rows bind off 7 sts. 
At beginning of each of next 2 rows 
bind off 8 sts. Place remaining sts 
on holder. 

Left Front: Using number 1 needles 
and MC, cast on 63 sts. Work in k 1, 
p 1 ribbing for 15 rows. Change to 
number 3 needles. Work pattern st 
to within last 8 sts, place a marker

on needle, work 8 sts in ribbing 
(front border). Continue to work 
border sts in ribbing and remaining 
sts in pattern st until entire piece 
measures same as back to underarm. 

Shape Armhole: At armhole edge 
bind off 6 sts. Dec 1 st at same edge 
every other row 4 times. Work 
even until armhole measures 4 
inches. 

Shape Neck: Starting at armhole 
edge, work 33 sts in k 1, p 1 ribbing, 
slip remaining sts on holder for 
neck. Continuing to work all sts in 
ribbing, dec 1 st at neck edge every 
other row 4 times. Work even until 
armhole measures same as back. 

Shape Shoulder: At armhole edge 
bind off 7 sts every other row 3 
times, and 8 sts once. 

Right Front: Work to correspond to 
left front reversing all shaping and 
forming first buttonhole when piece 
measures % inch. 

Buttonhole: Starting at front edge 
work 3 sts, bind off 3 sts, work to 
end of row. On next row cast on 
3 sts over bound-off sts of previous 
row. Make 5 more buttonholes even- 
ly spaced, the last one to be made 
1 V 2 inches below start of neck 
shaping. 

Sleeves: Using number 1 needles 
and MC, cast on 49 sts. Work in k 
1, p 1 ribbing for 2 inches. Change 
to number 3 needles and work pat- 
tern st, inc 1 st each end of needle 
every 3 A inch until 75 sts are on 
needle, always being sure to keep 
continuity of pattern. Work even 
until sleeve measures 15 V 2 inches or 
desired length to underarm. 

Shape Cap: At beginning of next 
2 rows bind off 6 sts. Dec 1 st each 
end of needle every other row for 
2% inches. At beginning of each of 
next 6 rows bind off 3 sts. Bind off 
remaining sts. 


Finishing: Sew underarm, 

shoulder and sleeve seams. Set in 
sleeves. 

Neckband: Using number 1 nee- 
dles and MC with right side facing, 
pick up 110 sts around neck, includ- 
ing sts from holders. Work in rib- 
bing for 1 inch, forming 7th button- 
hole on right front in same manner 
as before when neckband measures 
V 2 inch. Bind off all sts in ribbing. 
Face fronts with ribbon. Finish 
buttonholes. Using CC work 1 row 
sc along edge of each front. 

Buttons: With crochet hook and 
MC, make lp on hook, work 25 sc 
over ring, join with si st in first 
sc. Fasten off, leaving 5-inch end. 
Thread end in tapestry needle and 
draw through back lp of each sc 
(back lp of sc is in center of ring), 
gather up tightly and fasten off, 
leaving end for sewing. Make 7 but- 
tons. Sew buttons in place, make 
French knot of double strand CC in 
center of each button. 

Turtleneck Shell — Back: Using num- 
ber 1 needles and MC, cast on 105 
sts. Work in k 1, p 1 ribbing for 
15 rows. Change to number 3 nee- 
dles and work even in pattern st 
until piece measures 11 inches. 

Shape Armholes: At beginning of 
next 2 rows bind off 6 sts. Dec 1 
st each end of needle every other 
row 4 times. Work even until arm- 
holes measure 4 inches. Now work 
all sts in k 1, p 1 ribbing until arm- 
holes measure 5 V 2 inches. 

Shape Shoulders: At beginning of 
each of next 6 rows bind off 7 sts. 
At beginning of each of next 2 rows 
bind off 6 sts. Place remaining sts 
on st holder. 

Front: Work to correspond with 
back until armholes measure 3% 
inches. 

Shape Neck: Work 30 sts, slip 
next 25 sts onto holder, join another

ball of yarn and work remaining 30 
sts. Working on both sides at once, 
at each neck edge dec 1 st every 
other row 3 times. At the same time, 
when armholes measure 4 inches be- 
gin to work all sts in ribbing and 
work until armholes measure same 
as back. 

Shape Shoulders: At each arm 
edge bind off 7 sts 3 times, 6 sts 
once. 

Finishing: Sew underarm and 
shoulder seams. 

Turtleneck: Using number 1 dou- 


ble pointed needles and MC, pick 
up 76 sts around neck, including sts £ 
from holders, divide sts equally on I 
three needles. Work in k 1, p 1 rib- 1 
bing for 1 V\ inches. Fasten off MC, 1 
tie in CC and continue ribbing for i 
3% inches. Bind off in ribbing * 
loosely. Block to size. Make 6 but- 
tons same as for cardigan and sew 
3 buttons beneath shoulder ribbing 
on each side of front. Work 1 row sc 
(using MC) around each armhole 
edge. Ch 2, turn, * sk 1 st, hde in 
next st, ch 1, repeat from * around 
armhole. Fasten off.

Smoothly and smartly styled 
jacket can be worn belted or un- 
belted. Directions are given for size 
10 with changes for sizes 12, 14 and 
16 in parentheses. The model was 
made of Coats and Clark’s “Red 
Heart” Knitting Worsted, 23 (24, 
26, 27) ounces, one pair each num- 
bers 3 and 5 knitting needles, 2 yards 
matching grosgrain ribbon 1 inch 
wide and 7 buttons % inch in 
diameter.

Gauge: Stockinette stitch — 11 sts

Row 2: P 18 (18, 20, 21), k 2,

Repeat rows 1 and 2 for pattern 
Work in pattern until total length is 
15 (15 x / 2, 16, 16) inches, ending with 
row 2. 

Armhole Shaping: Keeping con- 
tinuity of pattern, bind off 5 (5, 6, 

6) sts at beginning of next 2 rows. 
Dec 1 st at beginning and end of 
every other row 7 (7, 8, 9) times.

Work even over remaining 72 (75, 
77, 80) sts until length is IV 2 (8, 
8V2, 9) inches from first row of 
armhole shaping, ending with 
wrong-side row. 

Shoulder Shaping: Keeping con- 
tinuity of pattern, bind off 6 sts at 
beginning of next 6 rows. Bind off 
6 (7, 7, 8) sts at beginning of fol- 
lowing 2 rows. Slip remaining 24 
(25, 27, 28) sts onto st holder for 
back of neck. 

Left Front: Starting at lower edge 
with number 5 needles, cast on 52 
(54, 57, 60) sts. Change to number 
3 needles and work 6 rows of garter 
st. Change to number 5 needles and 
work in pattern as follows: Row 1 — 
(Right Side): K across. 

Row 2: K 2 for front border, p 
15 (17, 15, 17), k 2, (p 1, k 2) 5 (5, 
6, 6) times, p 18 (18, 20, 21). 

Repeat rows 1 and 2 for pattern. 
Work in pattern until total length 
is 15 (15V2, 16, 16) inches, ending 
at side edge. 

Armhole Shaping: Keeping con- 
tinuity of pattern, bind off 5 (5, 6, 
6) sts at beginning of next row. 
Then dec 1 st at same edge on every 
other row 7 (7, 8, 9) times. Work 
even over remaining 40 (42, 43, 45) 
sts until length is 6 (6V2, 6V2, 7) 
inches from first row of armhole 
shaping, ending at front edge. 

Neck Shaping — Row 1: Work 
across first 8 sts, place these 8 sts 
onto a safety pin to be used later, 
complete row. Dec 1 st at neck edge 
on every row 8 (9, 10, 11) times. 
Work even, if necessary, over re- 
maining 24 (25, 25, 26) sts until 
armhole is same as back armhole, 
ending at armhole edge. 

Shoulder Shaping: Bind off 6 sts 
at armhole edge on every other row 
3 times, at same edge bind off re- 
maining 6 (7, 7, 8) sts. With pins, 
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mark position of 6 buttons, evenly 
spaced on front edge, having first 
pin 3 inches above lower edge and 
last pin 21/2 inches below safety pin 
at neck edge. Seventh button will 
be in center of neckband. 

To Make Buttonhole: Starting at 
front edge, work across 3 sts, bind 
off next 2 sts, complete row. On 
next row cast on 2 sts to replace 2 
bound-off sts. 

Right Front: Work as for left front 
until 6 rows of garter st have been 
completed. Change to number 5 
needles and work in pattern as fol- 
lows — Row 1 — (Right Side) : K 
across. 

Row 2: P 18 (18, 20, 21), k 2, (p 
1, k 2) 5 (5, 6, 6) times, p 15 (17, 
15, 17), k 2 for front border. 

Repeat rows 1 and 2 for pattern. 
Work in pattern, making button- 
holes in line with pins on left front 
until total length is 15 (15V2, 16, 16) 
inches, ending at side edge. Start- 
ing with armhole shaping and con- 
tinuing buttonholes, as before, com- 
plete right front to correspond with 
left front. 

Sleeves: Starting at lower edge 
with number 5 needles, cast on 50 
(53, 55, 58) sts. Change to number 
3 needles and work 6 rows of garter 
st. Change to number 5 needles and 
work in stockinette st (k 1 row, p 
1 row) for 4 (6, 8, 10) rows. Inc 1 
st at both ends of next row and 
every 7th row thereafter until 15 inc 
rows in all have been completed. 
Work even over these 80 (83, 85, 
88) sts until total length is 16V2 (17, 
171/2, 18) inches. 

Top Shaping: Bind off 5 (5, 6, 6) 
sts at beginning of next 2 rows. Dec 
1 st at both ends of every other row 
until 52 (53, 45, 46) sts remain. Dec 
1 st at both ends of every row until 
12 (13, 13, 12) sts remain. Bind off. 

Belt: Starting at narrow end with

Row 1: SI 1, k 12. Repeat this row 
for 60 inches. Bind off. Block pieces 
to measurements. Sew shoulder 
seams. 

Neckband: With right side facing 
using number 3 needles, k across sts 
on right front safety pin, pick up 
and k 15 (15, 18, 20) sts along neck 
edge to shoulder seam, k across back 
of neck sts, pick up and k 15 (16, 
19, 20) sts along neck edge to left 
front safety pin, k across sts on 
safety pin. There are 70 (72, 80, 
84) sts. 

Rows 1, 2, 3: K 2, * k 1, p 1, repeat 
from * across to within last 2 sts, 
k 2.

Silhouette art, profile of persons 
cut in black paper, was quite popu- 
lar towards the end of the 19th cen- 
tury. Today the silhouette has ex- 
perienced its renaissance and is now 
also used within the art needlework 
where the motif is made with black 


Row 4: K 3, bind off next 2 sts for 
buttonhole, complete row as before. 

Row 5: Repeat first row, casting 
on 2 sts over 2 bound-off sts. 

Row 6: Bind off 3 sts purlwise, 
complete row as before. 

Row 7: Bind off 3 sts knitwise, 
complete row in ribbing. 

Collar: Change to number 5 nee- 
dles and work in garter st for 1% 
inches, ending with row on wrong 
side. With right side facing and 
knitting loosely, bind off sts. 

Face front edges with ribbon. Cut 
buttonholes in ribbon and button- 
hole stitch each set of ribbon and 
knit buttonholes together. Sew on 
buttons. Sew side and sleeve seams. 
Sew in sleeves. Make 2 chain loops 
for belt and attach to side seams.

Spit Roasted Duckling with 
Orange Barbecue Sauce 

1 5-pound eviscerated duckling 

1 stalk celery with leaves 

2 or 3 sprigs parsley 

1 small onion, quartered 
V 2 small orange with skin, cut up 
salt and pepper 

Remove pin feathers, excess fat and skin 
of duck and rinse. Salt and pepper cavity 
and place in it the celery, parsley, onion 
and orange. Truss securely with skewers 
and string. Insert spit through duck and 
secure firmly by inserting holding prongs 
into duck at either end. Place spit in posi- 
tion over moderate fire. Form a pan of foil 
and place at front of fire to catch drip- 
pings. Set spit in motion and roast duck 
slowly. Baste every 15 minutes with Orange 
Barbecue Sauce, using bulb-type baster or 
brush. Roast about 2 hours. 

When done, remove to hot platter. Re- 
move foil drip pan and pour drippings 
into saucepan. Skim off fat and add re- 
maining barbecue sauce and sliced orange 
(skin removed).

Peel one orange. Squeeze other two. Add 
rind and juice to vinegar with tarragon, 
brown sugar and mustard. If fresh tar- 
ragon and rosemary are not available, use 
tarragon vinegar and dried rosemary. Heat 
almost to boiling point but do not boil. 
Keep hot for 10 minutes, then strain and 
use.

I have been given a mimosa tree as a gift. 
I would like information on general care of 
it and what winter protection it must be given. 
Mrs. G. R., New York. 

Your mimosa tree is, no doubt, Albizzia 
julibrissin. the silk tree. Almost any garden 
south of New York City will grow “mimosa” 
but in colder parts of state plant close to 
house for shelter, give full sun and average 
soil. 

I have a Christmas cactus. It has always 
bloomed until the last two years. It has been 
repotted and fed and treated same as other 
years. Could you tell me what the trouble is? 
Mrs. E. D., N. H. 

I’ll bet you have placed it where the light 
pattern is different. Christmas cactus must 
have a normal outdoor light cycle — indoor 
lights interfer and keep plant vegetative. 
Better place it in a room that isn’t lighted 
at night. 

We have a mock orange shrub. Every year 
near fall the leaves turn a funny brown. Is 
this caused by bugs or a fungus? All my 
neighbors have the same trouble. Hope you 
can help us. Mrs. R. K., Minnesota. 

It could be that they are senescent (a 
nice way of saying “growing old”), but it 
could also be a mildew fungus easily con- 
trolled by regular spraying with rose spray 
mixtures.

Each year at Easter or Mother's Day I re- 
ceive an azalea plant and each year before 
summer is over leaves turn yellow and drop 
off. I give it sun and water when pot is dry. 
What else should I do? Mrs. O. V. L., II. 

The house plant azaleas are use to 
greenhouse conditions and don’t adapt very 
well to the garden. But try plunging pot 
on east side of house away from wind. 
Water it gently every single day, use iron 
sulfate in the water to acidify it at least 
once each month, feed plant with liquid 
plant food through early part of summer 
and spray foliage with water daily. 

How may I start new plants from a Pyra- 
cantha plant? Mrs. H D. A., Fla. 

Pyracantha cuttings can be taken 
almost any time but in midwest cuttings 
are best taken in July. By then new shoots 
have hardened but aren’t too woody. Use 
a reliable root hormone powder and put 
them down in perlite. Mist leaves three 
or four times a day. Cuttings usually root 
in about eight weeks. 

I have a 3 year old yellow delicious apple 
tree I would like to transplant. It is 4 feet 
high and well branched. How do I go about it? 
Mrs. A. D., Pa. 

In early spring ball the tree by digging 
a trench around it without cracking soil 
next to tree. Ball should be about fifteen 
inches across. Then use a sharpshooter to 
undercut ball (if you are a beginner maybe 
you had better wrap ball before you try 
to undercut it). Dig a large hole at new 
location, pick up balled tree and reset it 
at same depth it grew before moving. 

Last year my gladiolas bloomed in lovely 
colors. This year they were all white. What 
caused them to change color? Is there anything 
I can do to prevent them from turning all 
white? Mrs. J. P. Z., Canada. 

Vegetatively reproduced plants do not 
change color unless a virus gets into stock, 
then colors usually are blotchy. What 
happens is that barely hardy sorts, fre- 
quently brightly colored, are lost while dull 
colored varieties of a hardier nature thrive 
and reproduce.

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Ornithogalums 


One nice advantage of raising 
Ornithogalum is that it is a long- 
lasting flower and may be left on 
plant or cut and used in arrange- 
ments. The blossoms put out a sweet 
scent in evening and with fragrance 
of Hoya add a heavenly atmosphere 
to greenhouse. 

I am told that these flowers are 
imported in large quantities from 
South Africa. It requires quite some 
time to get them to us but they open 
when placed in water and continue 
to last in bloom for many days. 


They grow wild in Africa and 
Europe and belong to the Lily 
(Liliaceae) family. Ornithogalum 
is derived from ornithos, a bird, and 
gala, milk: however, application of 
these terms is not clear to the eye 
or mind. 

There are several varieties of 
Ornithogalum, often referred to as 
Star-of-Bethlehem and also as 
Chincherinchee. Some are hardy, 
some tender. The hardy bulbs do 
well in sunny or semi-shaded loca-

tions in ordinary gardens and need 
only be lifted and separated when 
they show signs of being over- 
crowded. The tender bulbs, or 
greenhouse variety, require a night 
temperature of 55°. O. thyrsoides 
requires a soil containing two parts 
sandy loam, one part leaf mold and 
a free sprinkling of sand. They may 
be potted most any time of year, 


making certain that pot is plenty 
large and that bulbs are just under 
top surface of soil. At this time they 
are set aside to take root. Caution 
must be taken not to over water at 
this time. When growth is well 
begun then they may be watered 
freely throughout growing and 
flowering season. They are heavy 
feeders and should be given plenty 
of any good fertilizer. I prefer cow 
manure tea. When leaves begin to 
turn yellow, water is gradually 
withheld and bulbs are dried off 
and kept dry until repotting time 
again. 



O. saundersiae is often referred to as Glory 
of The Veldt. 


A few hardy kinds consist of O. 
umbellatum, Star-of-Bethlehem, a 
very pretty plant in rock gardens 
as it only grows to about 9 inches 
with green and white flowers in 
May. O. pyramidale, 3 feet, white, 
is a summer blooming plant, and O. 
nutans, 12 inches, green and white, 
blooms in spring. O. saundersiae is 
a vigorous, strong growing plant 
with huge creamy-white clusters, 
very waxy in appearance. As 
blossoms mature black “shoe but- 
ton” eyes will peep from each blos- 
som center. This variety is very 
healthy and easy to grow. 
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Maidenhair fern 


SOIL — Two parts sharp sand, 2 
parts rich loam, 2 parts leaf mold, 
1 five-inch pot of bone meal to each 
bushel of mixture. Avoid using clay 
soil, and do not use fresh stable ma- 
nure or fresh commercial fertilizer. 

WATER — Liberally during the 
growing season, but never leave 
water standing in the pot. Water 
from below if desired.

HEAT — Night 55°, daytime 65 to 
70°. A moist atmosphere is neces- 
sary to good culture of this fern. In 
some houses it may be necessary to 
put it in a terrarium or Wardian 
case to provide the essential hu- 
midity. 


LIGHT — A light place but not in 
direct sun. 

PROPAGATION— Old plants after 
resting may be cut into four parts 
lengthwise with sharp knife. Plant 
each quarter in 6-inch pot. 

COMMENT — Plant should rest in 
May or when leaves turn yellowish. 
Cut off all leaves, do not water until 
first new leaves begin to sprout. 
Then is the time to re-pot or divide 
if desired.

Artie Rock Garden 


Gather small rocks 1 inch in di- 
ameter. Scrub thoroughly and dry. 
Arrange in bottom of shallow bowl 
or glass pie plate. Mix 4 tablespoons 
salt, 4 tablespoons blueing and 4 
tablespoons water. Stir thoroughly 
to dissolve as much salt as possible. 
Add 1 tablespoon household am- 
monia — do not use type mixed with 
detergent commonly sold for laun- 
dry purposes. Stir mixture again 
and pour slowly over rocks in dish. 
Be sure that some of the mixture 
gets on all surfaces of rocks. In a 
few hours the “garden” will begin 
to grow. This will depend on dry- 


ness of air in room. It likes a sunny 
location and dry air best and will 
grow like Jack’s beanstalk in such 
an atmosphere. In a few days a 
feathery blueish-white growth will 
cover rocks and probably edge of 
bowl as well. If spots of color are 
desired, drop a bit of food color or 
ink here and there on rocks before 
growth starts. If garden stops 
growing, pep it up by carefully 
pouring more ammonia in bowl. The 
growth is fragile, however, so place 
it where it can be seen and admired 
but not bumped or it will crumble.

Back: With red using number 5 
needles, cast on 56 (60, 64, 68) sts. 
Work in ribbing of k 1, p 1 for 2 
inches. Change to number 8 needles 
and work even in stockinette st until 
piece measures 8 (9, 10, 11) inches, 
ending with a p' row. Cut yarn and 
place sts on st holder. 

Left Front: With red using number 
5 needles, cast on 28 (30, 32, 34) 
sts.

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China Painting for Beginners

The art of china painting is re- 
gaining popularity. Supplies are in- 
expensive and easily obtainable. 
Lessons are readily available either 
through local groups or correspond- 
ence. Books in local library are also 
helpful. This article will give you 
a glimpse into the fascinating world 
of china painting. 

One can start with a very limited 
outfit for around $7.50 — this in- 
cludes a set of twelve to fifteen 
colors, mixing oil, china painting 



medium, gum turpentine, small 
palette knife, 6 x 6-inch ground 
glass palette, three brushes in vari- 
ous sizes and a 6 x 6-inch tile. 

Beginners should try a 6-inch 
plate, tea tile or plain tile first. 
Start with single wild rose, daisy, 
violet or a simple fruit design. Vio- 
lets were selected for design given. 

The design may be traced on china 
with graphite paper or sketched

with china marking pencil. 

To mix colors, place powdered 
color about size of a pea on ground 
glass palette. With a medicine 
dropper drop about two drops of 
mixing oil and grind with palette 
knife until smooth. Remove pat of 
color to smooth glass palette. Mix- 
ture should stand in a compact pile. 
Too much mixing oil will cause it 
to spread out. 

Gum turpentine is used to clean 
brushes, palette and palette knife. 
Clean ground glass palette each 
time a color is mixed. It is best to 
mix all colors and place on palette 
before beginning to paint. Be sure 
not to leave dry, unmixed color on 
palette — it will blow into work and 
make it grainy. 

Practice strokes used in making 
a violet with a number 10 square 
shader brush. Clean brush in tur- 
pentine, dry thoroughly with lint- 
free paint rag. Dip brush into paint- 
ing medium. Fan out brush on pal- 
ette, mixing oil into brush until 
bristles are shaped into a smooth, 
fine line. Use just enough oil to keep 
brush in shape (so bristles do not 
separate). If too much oil is used, 
painting will be stick} 7 and gather 
lint. It is surprising to see various 
strokes that can be done with this 
one brush. Use flat side of brush for

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broad strokes — turn brush to chisel 
side* for fine strokes. 

Do not dip brush into paint. Fill 
it from side of pat of paint with a 
circular stroke, working color into 
brush smoothly.
